fa..-Lion. says the Ar<romuit. ,\s a lawyer, as a man entitled by emi- 
nent service t<> high consideration, as a man familiar with the facts at 
tirst hand, as one accustomed to differentiate fact and judgment from 
sentiment and prejudice. Mr. Root is entitled to he heard with respect. 
There is both intellectual and moral emphasis in his assurance to the 
president, likewise to the further declaration that the contests at 
Chicago were decided "honestly a:nd in good faith." and "in accord- 
ance with long-standing and unquestioned riil.es of law governing the 
party.'' 


Mr. Taft's remarks implied an absolutely sound estimate of political 


conditions as defined on the one hand by the radicalism of the Demo- 
cratic candidate and by the radicalism combined with personalism of 
the third-term candidate. 


Continuing, the same paper strikes the real keynote when it says: 
"Mr. Taft, is right in designating as the supreme issue of the cam- 


paign the preservation of the constitution and the maintenance of our 
traditional institutions. 
This expression, positive as it is. does not 


go beyond the truth. 
For the constitution is in danger when there 


is an aspirant for the presidency who boldly preaches contempt for 
1he restraints of law. and our institutions are truly in hazard when 
there is rivalry between candidates to which shall outdo the other in 
making concessions to the presumed'popular prejudice of the time 
and in fundamental disregard of principles elemental in the structure 
of representative government. 


"In the campaign just now opening it is plain that upon Mr. Taft's

Mr. Roosevelt's position is even less under- 


standable and less worthy. 
His desire to lie president, combined

"Well may Mr. Taft assert that 'the ultimate analysis ° * '* ° means 


socialism.' And well may he appeal to Democrats as well as Repub- 
licans'to 'join in an earnest effort to avert the * * * * revolution ° * * ° 
which Republican defeat would bring about.' 


"Wisely, too, the president invited attention to the dangers which 


lie in the path of tariff proposals now before the country. Without 
saying anything new. he touched effectively upon the considerations 
of utmost importance, in insisting upon a scientific revision of the 
tariff as distinct from ignorant and reckless proposals urged for 
political motives and in disregard of effects certain to end now. as 
before, in paralysis of enterprise and universal hard times. 


"In these phases of his remarks last week President Taft. has fairly 


seized upon and presented the lines of his campaign for a second term 
in the presidential office. 
He will stand for representative govern- 


ment as devised by the fathers of the republic. 
He will oppose in- 


novations presented in the name of progress, but tending in their 
ultimate application to lead back to arbitrary, possibly to a despotic. 
system. lie will stand for a tariff scheme devised not more for the 
development of revenue than to sustain essential lines of industry and 
production, likewise to sustain American industry upon a plane of 
efficiency, respectability, and independence."

For the past two years there has 


been a lot of. time devoted to the 
study of the cause, and up to date It 
seems to be caused by a virus, or poi- 
son, not well understood, which may 
be infectious and possibly contagious. 
It is thought to be the former, be- 
cause if an emulsion of the spinal 
cord of an infant dead of infantile 
paralysis be injected into certain parts 
of a monkey it will infect the mon- 
key so that it will have symptoms of 
the disease. It is also found that 
scrapings from the excretions of the 
throat, nose or intestines of an infant 
wh'o has the disease will do the same. 
It is therefore thought that the dis- 
ease is an infectious one. 


I find but little evidence to show it 


is contagious. 
One report of F. F. 


Gundrum M. D. (A. M. A. Jour. 1-27-12) 
says: "In the field it is unbelievably 
difficult to demonstrate direct trans- 
mission of the disease. la 125 cases 
studied I could only find 12 that had 
ever been exposed." In a report asked 
for bf the California state board of 
health to find out the number of peo- 
ple exposed that took It, the report 
shows that 113 children had been re- 
peatedly exposed 
during the acute

developed the disease.

While we do not know that this dis- 


ease 1s contagious, it is our duty to 
use all these precautions for the safety 
of others, as it will do no harm and 
may he the means of saving many in- 
fants. 


As to the age limit, there is none, 


although 7f> to 00 per cent of the cases 
reported are under the age of 10 
years, and few indeed over the age of 
1C. An effort is being made by Doctor 
Simon Flexner, head of the Rockefel- 
ler Institute, and othersj to isolate the 
poison that is the cause, and when that 
is found they think there is no doubt 
they can find a cure. Post-mortem ex- 
amination has shown that there are 
diseases of the brain, spinal cord, the 
lymphatics, and the small intestines, 
which, if any Is the cause, no one 
seems to be willing to assume the au- 
thority to say.

Damages Pocketbook of Rancher 


In The End. 


In a recent issue of the Argus, an 


article was printed setting forth the \ 
poor business judgment of shipping 
damaged fruit to market. It was in- 
spired by the fact that f 111 it injured 
', 


by the cold weather of last winter i 
was going into the markets to compete ! 
with Covina fruit not injured. In lust 
week's California Cultivator the fol- 
lowing editorial appeared: 


A whole lot of low sales are being 


made of Valencia oranges. 
At the 


same time every market report refers 
to the fact that first-class goods have 
sold for the top of the market and 
met with good demand. It is very 
unfortunate that some fruit was in- 
jured by the cold weather; it is more 
unfortunate that any of it was ship- 
ped. 
\Ve feel that the 
associations 


should take a strong hand and main- 
tain a standard or high-grade in which 
every grower must aid. Mr. Call made 
a remark at the citrus growers' con- 
vention, at Pomona that fif people 
•would persist in injuring the market 
for the producer and possibly injuring 
the health of the consumer, they must 
be made to stop. 
We trust that a 


similar cold season will never again 
be given us and that the question of 
frozen fruit will not call for drastic 
action. That hope is not strong, how- 
ever, for cold winters have come and 
will continue to come, and according 
to Mr. Call's 
opinion, unless 
they 


come we will cease to produce the 
high quality of fruit we do now, for 
the most perfect oranges have always 
been produced close to the danger 
line. 


INSECTICIDE LAW. 


Everything 
Sold 
For 
Destroying 


"Varmints!1 Must Pass 
State 


Inspection. 


Samples of all the insecticides and 


fungicides in use in Los Angeles city 
ant1 county are being gathered 
b\ 


George P. Gray and shipped to the 
insecticide laboratories of the I'niver- 
sity of California, at Berkeley. Kvury- 
thiiig for destroying "varmint.-:," from 
mole and gopher exterminators to ant 
paste, is being stored up for inspection 
at the laboratories. 


"We work under the state insecti- 


cide law," said Mr. Gray. "The law 
covers a class of goods not covered by 
any pure food and drug law. For ex- 
ample, before the passage of the law, 
New York manufacturers were ship- 
ping to California quantities of Paris 
green not salable in New York for 
tree-spraying purposes. All tree-sprays 
now have to be up to the required 
standard of purity; they have to be la- 
beled and they must be of such a 
nature as not to kill the tree. 


"Prof. C. H. Woorhvorth of the Uni- 


versity of Southern California labora- 
tory has been charged with the admin- 
istration of the law. Seven inspectors, 
of whom I am one, are 
working 


throughout the state under his direc- 
tion. To show the importance of the 
work, I may say that half a million 
dollars are spent annually in South- 
ern California in fumigating orange 
trees. What we do is to take samples 
of the cyanide used for this spraying 
to see that it is of a good quality. We 
also examine the lead arsenate used 
for spraying apple trees and all other 
tree-sprays. 


".Manufacturers and dealers in in- 


secticides are required 
to register 


with us, and the registration in Los 
Angeles is very large."

Explained New Device For Making 


Cyanogen. 


Fumigators are b.ecoming interested 


in the invention of a California man 
which is designed to do away alto- 
gether with the use of cyanide potas- 
sium and sodium cyanide in the gen- 
eration of gas in 
fumigating 
fruit 


trees. The method was explained at a 
meeting 
of horticultural 
inspectors 


last Saturday in the office of the Los 
Angeles horticultural commissioner. 


There were a number of Covina 


practical fumigators at this meeting, 
and while the invention is not yet 
ready to be placed at work, it is 
thought that something revolutionary 
will come of it, as the practical work- 
ing of it appeals to the fumigators. 


A one-horse gasoline engine will be 


used in the groves to generate the 
gas( and the cyanogen will be intro- 
duced from the generator through a 
tube to the tent. No raw materials 
will be used in the groves. 


The inventor says that it will cut 


the material cost in the groves to one- 
third of what it is at the present time. 
This does not affect the cost of labor, 
as the present method of throwing 
tents over the trees will, of course, be 
used. 


A demonstration of the new method 


will be held before long at Alhambra, 
and the local fumigators are much in- 
terested in its outcome.

I Bjilt About 1692 of Dutch Brick Im- 


I 
ported From Holland.

Attention Is called in the real estate 


board of brokers' bulletin to the build- 
ing at 122 William street, which is said 
to be the oldest building in New York 
city. 
It was built in 1002 or there- 


abouts of narrow Dutch brick import- 
ed from Holland and laid in cement. 
When the city opened the streets in 
the vicinity of the William street build- 
Ing It ownod the property and placed 
restrictions in the deeds, such as some 
modern developers make, that the lots 
should be improved with buildings at 
least two stories high.
